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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


In the Office Action dated December 18, 2003, the Examiner objected to the 
Specification to update the related application information; rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 
1 12, second paragraph; rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. §35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wakai et al.; rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Noda et al. taken with Wakai et al. The Examiner also rejected claims 46, 50 and 51 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting. 

Applicants respectfully submits that only claim 1 was currently pending at the time of 
the Office Action. Thus, Applicant assumes that claims 46, 50 and 51 should be replaced by 
claim 1. Moreover, Applicant has canceled claim 1 by this Amendment, rending moot all 
rejections of claim 1. Applicants have added new claims 18-29. Thus, claims 18-29 are pending 
in this application. 

Each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed to be in immediate 
condition for allowance.
